ST. SIMON THE CYRENIAN EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
80th ANNIVERSARY 


On June 24, 1894, Rev. Henry L. Phillips, D.D., Rector of the Church of the 
Crucifixion started St. Augustine Mission (now St. Simon's Church). There 
were just a few members and only one Sunday School Scholar. Mr. Eugene 
L. Henderson of Washington, D. C. was placed in charge. Edmund A. Neville 
lay-reader conducted services from October 23, 1894 until the end of the year. 


Mr. G. A. McGuire, a candidate for Holy Orders held services from Sunday, 
January 6, 1895 through February, 1896. Later, the Rev. Stephen D. Phillips 
served the Mission from March 21, 1897 until June, 1899. In September 1897 
the Mission was moved to its present location, 22nd and Reed Streets. The 
cost of the ground was $7,500. The Chapel itself cost $2,700. At this time the 
name changed to St. Simon The Cyrenian P. E. Church. 


Subsequent to a meeting in October 1902, the Southwestern Convocation 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church placed the Chapel in the care of the Church 
of The Holy Apostle with the Rev. Richard R. Thomas as minister in charge, 
assisted by Rev. Thomas G. Brown. On May 13, 1903 plans were completed for 
the erection of a Parish building. This building was opened on February 18, 
1906. 


A very helpful and useful feature of the Chapel's work was their daily 
Kindergarten School, started by Mrs. F. Wilson and assisted by Mrs. Mary 
Osborn and Mrs. Ida B. Frazier. Following the death of the Rev. Richard N. 
Thomas, Rev. Thomas G. Brown was minister in charge. He served from 
June 2, 1905 until February 14, 1909. 


The first Rector of the Church of St. Simon The Cyrenian was the Rev. 
John R. Logan, Sr., D.D., formerly Priest in charge of St. Phillip's Church in 
Charleston, West Virginia. On May 19, 1909 he began his duties as Vicar of the 
Chapel of St. Simon The Cyrenian. On August 30, 1913, ground was broken 
for a new church building. 


On Sunday, April 19, 1914 the cornerstone of the new church structure was 
laid by Rt. Rev. Phillip M. Rhinelander, dedicated October 18, 1914 and con- 
secrated Wednesday, November 3, 1920. Rev. John R. Logan, Sr., served as 
Rector of St. Simon The Cyrenian from May 19, 1909 until December 31, 1956. 


Rev. John R. Logan, Jr., the present Rector, succeeded his father as of 
January 1, 1957 and has faithfully and successfully served to the present. The 
church has grown in membership and service, to be one of the largest congre- 
gations in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


THE REV. JOHN R. LOGAN, JR. 


Father Logan became the second Rector of St. Simon the Cyrenian 
Episcopal Church in January 1957. 


He was born in Philadelphia and received elementary education in the 
Public Schools of Philadelphia and graduated from St. Augustine's College 
(high school department) Raleigh, North Carolina in 1930. In September of the 
same year he entered Lincoln University and graduated A.B. in 1934; from 
September 1935 to June 1936 he attended General Theological Seminary in New 
York City. He finished the Philadelphia Divinity School in 1937 with the degree 
of S.T.B. Father Logan was ordained Deacon, June 13, 1938 and advanced to 
the Priesthood June 5, 1939. 


On June 24, 1941 he was joined in Holy Matrimony to Sara Ursula Johnson. 
From this union a son was born, John R. Logan, III. 


Since becoming Rector, he has served as advisor to the various Guilds 
and Organizations of the Church. Over 750 persons have been presented to the 
Bishop for Confirmation and our membership has greatly increased. He was 
instrumental in renovating the Church, Parish House and Office Building 
during his years as Rector. 


Aside from his many duties in the Church he is active in the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania serving on many committees; at present he is a member of the 
Standing Committee and President of the Home for the Homeless Fund. He 
serves as Grand Assistant Chaplain of the І.В.Р.О. Elks of the World. He is 
also active in the community serving on the Board of Directors of the Christian 
Street Branch of the Y.M.C.A., St. John Settlement House, Dixon House Com- 
munity Center, Point Breeze Federation, South Philadelphia Branch of the 
N.A.A.C.P., American Red Cross and the United Fund. Member of Sigma Pi Phi, 
Alpha Boule; Rho Chapter, Alpha Phi Alpha; 32° Mason; О. V. Catto Lodge 
No. 20, І.В.Р.О.Е. of М. and Neighborhood Police Community League. 


The Parish he serves deeply appreciates the great leadership that he is 
giving to its growth and development and prayerfully hopes that he will con- 
tinue along with the Parish Vestry, Committees and Communicants to further 
the great work that God has given him to advance His kingdom on earth.

THE BROTHERHOOD OF ST. ANDREW 
A HISTORY 


As we celebrate the 80th Anniversary of our Church, the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew, in 1974, is 91 years old. 2 


The highly active international organization we know today had its 
beginning in a drafty attic in St. James Parish, in Chicago, Illinois in 1883. 
The first chapter organized in this country came into being because of a dying 
alcoholic derelict's cry for help. With no place to live, no friends and having 
arrived in Chicago by having been thrown from a freight train, he appealed to 
the Rector of St. James for aid. As in some parishes today, the only active 
men in the church were the Vestry and some young men who were teaching 
Sunday School. 


The Vestry could offer no assistance to the Rector, and the other active 
male members of the Church were too young to relate to the problem of an 
aged alcoholic. As a last resort, the Rector appealed to a young college gradu- 
ate, who periodically held meetings in the attic to discuss the Bible with 12 
other young men. This group, unrecognized and almost ignored by the congre- 
gation of St. James, found the unfortunate man living quarters, meals and 
clean clothing. 


One night, during a sober moment, the old man told the group that when 
he was younger he had belonged to the Society of Andrew and Phillip, which 
had been based on the fact that Andrew had brought Simon to Jesus and 
Phillip had been responsible for Nathaniel's meeting our Lord. Although the old 


man died soon after, the idea of bringing young men to Christ throügh Church . 


had been so deeply implanted in the minds of the young Bible class that they 
placed men outside the Church on Sunday mornings to invite male passersby 
to enter the Church and worship. They also placed young men in the pews, 
whose duty it was to assist visiting men with the service and, following service 
talk to the visitors in an effort to establish a Christian fellowship. 


In order to accomplish the purpose of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
effectively, two Rules were adopted in 1883; The Rule of Service and the Rule 
of Prayer. The Rule of Prayer is to pray daily for the spread of Christ's King- 
dom among men and boys. The Rule of Service is to make continuous efforts, 
week by week, to bring others nearer to Christ through his Church. In 1965, 
the third Rule, the Rule of Study, was adopted. To comply with this Rule, 
members are required to study the Holy Scriptures and the teaching of the 
Church regularly, to attain a better understanding of how to follow Christ and 
to bring others to his Kingdom. 


From the extremely humble beginning, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
now has 292 Chapters in the United States alone. 


The first Chapter of the Brotherhood in St. Simon the Cyrenian Church 
was established in 1909, just 20 years after the start of the organization in this 
country, possibly the first Black Chapter. The first Senior Chapter was 
chartered in 1921. During the ensuing years, the Chapter grew. to become a 
strong and dynamic link between the Clergy and the laymen of this Church. 


Unfortunately, as happened to many Christian organizations nationwide, 
the late 1920's witnessed a decline in membership and interest in the Brother- 
hood's activity in the Church. In 1932, in an effort to revitalize the Chapter so 
that it would once more become a working and responsible organization of 
young men of the Church, and in accordance with the Rule of Service, a 
membership drive was started. In two years the Chapter grew from five men 
to over twenty dedicated and conscientious members. 


Between 1932 and the onset of World War II, the Chapter continued to 
grow, both in membership and activities. The activities included hospital 
visits, prison contacts and services, involvement in Diocesan projects and the 
sponsoring of monthly evening services. These monthly services became 
among the most highly attended of all Church services, due to the programs 
and speakers presented. Not only were outstanding laymen of the Diocese 
and members of the Clergy invited to speak at these services, but also leaders 
of the civic and judiciary community. 


During this period, the Chapter became deeply involved in community 
affairs. A Boy Scout Troop, with a Chapter member as leader, a basketball 
team, which represented St. Simon's in league competition, and social events 
were some of the community activities of the Chapter. 


Following World War II, in which 16 Chapter members served, it was again 
necessary to undergo a period of reorganization. The reorganization effort 
culminated on October 20, 1950, when 23 men were presented for installation. 
The impact that membership in the Brotherhood of St. Andrew had upon the 
men of St. Simon's can best be shown by the fact that three of those men are 
now members of the Clergy of the Episcopal Church, while others became 
members of the Vestry and the Ushers Guild of St. Simon's. 


In today's world, it becomes increasingly apparent that the Rule of Service 
should become a motivating influence, not only for men of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew, but for all members of the Christian Church. Any effort that can 
be made to increase the participation of young people in Church activities 
should be of prime importance to all adult members of the parish. 

As we celebrate the 80th Anniversary of our Church, it is the hope of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew that St. Simon's will continue to grow in all phases 
of Christian endeavor and responsibility.
